infinite if I thould im chrough the whole Se- 
ries of ſacred Providence, in the particular 
miraculons preſecvations, that have been 
ſhewed upon ſuch principal perſons , from 
their yery mfancies. Yer,truly, if there were 
no other inſtances of Divine providence left 
us, but one]y theſe two,of our firſt and ſecond 
Moſes, we needed not alledge more arguments 
to prove the ſingular care, the Lord takes over 
the perſons of good Princes.

who then had the reputation of the wileſt, 
and the knowingeſt men of the whole World. 

How fimple, in the mean time, abſurd, and. 
and contrary to exprelle Scripture, 1s that 
opinion of ſome, which ſay, that Moſes had 
no Egyptian learning at all, nor more letters, 
than what he received from Abraham and 
Emoch, or, what he heard from the mouth of 
God,by Oracles daily delivered to him ? 

To confute this folly, though Scripture it 


ſelf were ſufficient, 1 thall produce further 


evidence, Firſt Ph/o the Jew, in his Book of 
the Life of Mvſes, gives us the exaft Hiſtory of 


his education, and afſures us, that he learned 


of Egyptian Maiters, Arichmetick, Geometry, 


Mutick, both Theorical, and Prattick ; toge- 
ther, with all ſorts of Philoſophy, and rhe 
Secrets of Hieroglyphicks. Jn all which 
pieces of learning, he grew to ſuch perfeQion, 
that he was acknowledged for a Maſter, by 
the very Fgyptiaxs themielves : inſomuch, rhat 
when Pythagoras and Plato, came to learn the 
Setences in Feypr,they would firſt of all, tudy 
the DoGtrine of Moſes : whoſe name, in choſe 
times, as we find by them, was in great admi- 
ration through all Egypt : and ic is more than 
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one Francis George, has reduced into Latine, 


he way not onely a perfe&ly well bred Schol- 
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ceive all that Divinity, which they have des 
 livered, and the reaſon of God, which they 
declare, under che notion of the farſt.cauſe, | 
After them Numenius, the famous Pythagg- | 

reen, wrote many things, concerning Molai- 

cal Do&rine, as Baſi/ the great teiſtihes 5 and Buſil, 
Namenius addes, that P/ato himſelf, was no 6- 
ther, then Moſes ſpeaking in Greek. Nap, 
Clemens Alexandrinus, and Enſebius, both ſay, Cl.m, 
that the Genciles received all the very myſte- Alex. 
ries of their Religion, from the Baoks of My- E#ſebins. 
ſes; though enfolding them, in ſome old _ 
fables; and Orphexs himſelf, confefferh, that , mio 
he learned divers things from the Doctrine of 
Moſes ; eſpecially,in che Buok whica he made 
of the Sacred Word, that he fayes himſelf, he 
took out of the Moſaical Tables : as alſo, that 
which he ſang concerning God, known to the 


onely Chaldean Moſes; which Verſes of his, Fray.

in his Book of the Harmony of the World. 
Nemo illum nifi Chald eo de ſanguine quid am Pro- 
genitisvidit. Now, ſome have been of opti- 
nion, that Orpheus meant by this Chi/dean, 
Noath, and others Enoch, and the Platoniſts 
took him for Zoroajtres, who was the fon of 
Cham ; but the following words convince , 1t 
could be no body elſe, but Myſes. Priſco- 
rum nos hec docuerunt omnia voces, Ye binis ta= 
bulls, Deus olim tradidit ills; Now , to none 
of them, were the Tables of the Command- 


ments given, but to Moſes onely. Tus we lee, 
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Jar, but the very Fountain of all our Learn» 


ing. A moſt excellent Natural Philoſopher, 
he muſt needs be ; for that learning then tflow- 
'Tiſht moſt there : and beſides, ſure he muſt 
needs know, the true canſesof all thinos, that 
was ſo well acquainted with all che Almighties 
Counſels of Creation : then for his skill in 
Moral and Politick Philoſophy, it muſt be al- 
together as undeniable, being intruſted with 
the ſupream, Civil, and Military power, cver 
Gods own people, for ſo many years, and 


holding forth to us ſtill,ſfuch Moral & Political 
: Laws, and Conſtitutions, that will never be 


matcht,by any Legiſlator in the World. Then, 
for his Divinity, there need be ſure as lictle 


_. doubt, who .had the conſtant converſation 
_ with God himſelf, and did. by particular di- 
\ Tefion from him, couch, all the ſacred My- 


ſteries of Religion, in the ſeveral joynts and

ſhall find, very agreeable to their Births. 
And, indeed,one of the greateſt benefits, which 
youth can receive at the hands of God, 1s the 
favourable bleſſing of a good education ; it 1s 
that, which poliſheth and purifiech humane 
Nature, as one wovld do a precious Stone, 
obſcured with earth, or baſe ordure; it 1s 
thar, which as a late Door tells us, makes of 
men, (as it were) Angels : and, withour it, 
doubtlefſe the goodlieſt, and moſt precious 
natures, would perpetually dwell in a fad 
brutiſhneſſe : But above all others, Princes 
ought to have an extraordinary advantage of . 
Learning 3; for itis highly neceſſary,ſure, that 


their fouls ſhould be fulleſt of lights, and 


flames, which are to ſerve others, for ſo great 


- guides, and to be moſt exquiſitly adorned with 


good letters, who know ( as doubclefſe our [e- 
cond Moſes did, from his Cradle) that they 


arcto beſet aloft upon pinacles, to change 


their words into Laws, and lives into exam* 


ples. And hethat was to be Supream Magt- 
{irate of ſo many Nations, ought, ſure, with. 
inceſſant {tudy, read, unite, and incorperate 
n his ſole-ſelf, the vertues, and faculties of 
many others. | And ſo our glorious ſecond 
Moſes did, who was no lefſe remarkable, for 


| bstrue Liberal, Noble, & Princely educacion, 


than the former. An d,truly, for this we muſt. 


| acknowledge eternal obligations to his High- 


nefſe, 
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neſſe, his moſt honourable Parents, who had x 

principal care, to perfe& the natural endow- 

ments of their Child, with thoſe of Art; to 

the ſhame of. many fachers, and mothers, ar 

this day, who too much reſemble Oltriches, 

who lay their eggs in the.open way, without 

hatching them, abandoning their children to 
become a prey to miſery, ignorance, and in- 

piety : Buthis Highneſſe,moſt i1luftrious Va- 

rents, defirous to Jive in the honour, of their 

incomparable Child, and to give him a breed- 

ing equal to his Nobility, Beauty,and Ingeny, 
and to thoſe miraculous preſervations, by 
which he was pointed out by Providence, to 
be a future Inſtrument of Divine wonders, as 
the former Moſes was, would give him an cdu- 
cation equal to his. And ir is notorious, 

that he ſuckrt in, a very great proportion of 
Philoſophy, with the firſt milk, that he drew 
from his Mother Univertiity; as alſo, he de- 
voured many other Pieces of prophane learn- 
ing, which,may be, were ſupererrogatory in a 
Prince; yet,by that means, he merited to be 
then as much thought the glory of the Gown, 
as he has fince, proy*d himſe}f the honour of 
the Sword; for,he attained to ſo ſtupendious a 
pitch of Learning, in ſo few years, that all 
that knew him then, thought it rather came, 
( which was ſuſpe&ed upon the former Mo» 
ſes too ) by inſpiration, than acquiſjtian : and 
who could then but admire, thoſe fair bloſ+ 
fomes, of which we have ſeen fince, ſuch ex+ 
cellent fruits? Nor can there be leſſe doubt

of his perfeftion in Political knowledge, mad® 
by any man, that will but look upon bis moſt 
Serene Highnefle , his Government, either 
Civil, or Military, over us, or the Laws that 
he has cſtabliſhr, for the eternal ſafety, and 
comfort,of theſe Nations, And,as for DiviGul, 
1 mean, that of the hearc, that Grand Cardi- 
nal Piece, and moſt principal part of Royal 
Learning, we all know, that was bred and 
born with him 2: a Divinity, I ſay, not lodg'd 
in the Schools, that is roo knotry ſure for 
Princes heads ; bur that which is repoſed 1n 
godly hearts, and chat is the crue fear of the 
Lord, which 1s acknowledged by Scripture it 
ſelf, to be the beginning of all Wiſdom : 
and, though we dare not aſſert, for it is un- 
known, what perſonal diſcourſes he has had 
with the Almighty, yet we may affirm, that 
all his inſpirations were Divine ; and his con- 
verſation was ever {o celeſtical, as if he lay, in 
the very boſome of the Deiry. Upon the 
whole,then, as his firſt Maſter Moſes, was bred 
up in all the Learning of the Egyptians, fo 
was his moſt Serene Highnefle, diſpoſed to 
conſecrate his hopeful youth, to the ſtudy of 
the Arts, in one of our Univerſities; wherein 
he came to ſo much perfe&ion, that he was 
pleaſed do deſcend to a degree, by which he 
made that, more rhan himſelf, Laureat, for ſo 
he was without it. Then, that the other moſt 
tamous Siſter, ſhould not be deje&ed, he was 
pleaſed to crown her,with the acceptance ofher 
higheſt degree of Honour, and to lay a further 


obliga-

obligation upon her, and the whole Common. 
wealth of Learning, he has been pleaſed fince 
to own himſelf, her Patron, Chancellor, and 
moſt particular Protedor ; and ſince his Highs 
nefſe his greater occaſions, have hindered his 
attendance on that Charge, he has yer added 
to her obligations, by bequeathing that care, 
to his moſt excellent ſon, and Princely Suc- 


cefſor, his now moſt Serene Highneſſe, whom 


we may ſo juſtly entitle to be, Chara Dei ſo- 
boles, magnum Fovis Incrementum : and can no 
more doubt that he will trace the ſteps of 
his renowned father, than he, our ſecond, has 
ſhewed himſelf to be a. perfeCt imitator of his 
great Maſter the firſt Moſes 3 as we ſhall ſtill 
find his Highneſſe, mounting after him, 
the ſucceeding Aſcents.

World beſides : chooling rather to paſſe as a 


private Shepherd in a Deſert, and to keep his 


father in Law Fethro's Flocks,than to be made Exod. 3, 


a Companion of Kings. Now, here I muſt be 
bold to aflert , that none but high bred, 
as well as high born, fouls, are capable of un- 
derſtanding, much lefſe of undergoing, ſuch a 
bleſſed ſolitude, as this our. old Maſter Moſes 
did. In this he ſhewed himſelf , to have at- 
tained to the very higheſt pitch of Philoſophy, 
and all Learning, in ſo diſcreet a contempt of 
all the profits, pleaſures, glories, and vanities, 
of the World. ” ; 

Here, then, behold, and: admire, ( all you 
pitiful plaiſtered Puppits of the World )) this 
grand Maſter of Honour, and Learning, Mo-

be brought, by all the powerful allnrements 
tf Pharaobs Daughter ; no, nor yet by the ſo-"

dage, who flood in no little need, / God 
knows ) of ſuch a helper, lying then, under 
a moſt Tyrannical oppreſſion: or,could be per- 
ſwaded, to accept the charge, of any publick 
employments; but, choſe rather for a great 
while, to retire himſelf, and to live a free, and 
harmleſfſe Shephered, ina Deſert, than to em- 
broil his celeſtial ſoul, in any mundane mart- 
ters, or to idolize his ftaful captivity, in a 


This is the higheſt point of Philoſophy in 
the World, for a man, eſpecially in his youth, 
to know how to nrake hnnſelf his own, to ſet 
light by, and trample under-foor, all that is 
withont him; to look on all the pomps, and 


Pleaſures, of this World, as the old Fg yptians 


did, upon thoſe dangerous theeves, whom 
they then termed Phzliftss, thar were wont to 
tickle, fawn upon, and embrace, whom they 
had a purpoſe to ftrangle. And truly, if the 
headach, ſhould ſeize upon ns, before drunk- 
enneſſe, we ſhould all beware of too much 
drinking 3 but ſordid ſenſuality , the better 
to entrap us, makes her apparent pleaſures, to 
march ſtil] before us, and hides perpetualy, 
her too rugged, and repentant track from us. 
If we can arrive at ſo happy a knowledge, as 
to ſee into thoſe miſerable conſequences be- 
forehand, it muſt be onely, by the pure help 
of Philoſophy , or the immediate grace of 
God. And this was that, which our Patri- 
arch Moſes did ſee, and accordingly prafice; 
not making, neither, ſuch a ſad, and vale- 

diftory 
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Ji&ory retreat, as ſome Princes, and great 
Perſons have done, to quit, and forſakethe 
World, when etther they have been weary of 
ir, or thathas been of them : bur a true Mo- 
ſaical retreat, a retreat of improvement, a re- 
trear, to bring ns on afterwards ( asat a jump) 
wich greater advantage, a retreat to cultivate, 
and enrich a fonl: This was that, I fay, our 
Moſes did, who,when he had devoured all the 
learning of the Egyptians, he would retire him- 
Felf awhile,to diſgeſt it in the Land of Midian: 
when he had ſucke in all the ſeeds of good li- 
terature from \the Schools, he withdrew a 
while, to improve the growth of them in the 
fields ; fo avoiding all commixcure of weeds, 


_ which many times, does ftrangle the beſt and 


moſt ſublime parts mm men : And, to conclude 
all this, our great Maſter Moſes, choſe to a- 
void all thoſe peſtilences, that uſually artend 
pon Courts, and moſt Companies, to go to 


frudify in che Deſert. 


The Parallel. 


Now, as we have ſeen our firſt Moſes, make- 
ing his richyretreat,and preferring it before all 
the delicacies of Pharaohs Court ; ſo we hall 
fee our glorious ſecond , making haſt after 
him, whoſe inſpired wiſdom, knew full well, 
evenin thoſe his youthful years, how to ſet a 
juſt value, upon all thoſe empty nothings, 

pompsz 
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pomps, pleaſures, -and glories, of the World, 
and look upon the Court then, no otherwiſe, 
than as his grand. Maſter M:ſes before him had 
done,as the neſt of envy, and ambition ; and 
as a late Writer, moſt excellently extras out 
of divers ancient Authors,” that it. was a meer. 
den of darkneſle, where the heavens and ſtars, 
are ſcarcely to be ſeen, but through a little 
crevis: As a Mill, alwayes skreaking with 
perpetual clatter, where men inchained like 
beaſts of labour, are condemned to turn ths 
ſtones: As a priſon of flaves,who are all ty'd 
in the golden gyves of a ſpecious ſervitude ; 
yet,in all chat glitter, ſuffer themſelves to be 
onaw'd upon, by the vermin of baſe abomin- 


| able paſſions, As a liſt, where all che Com- 


batants are ſtark mad, that enter, their arms 
nothing bur fury, their prize ſmoak, their ca- 
reer glaſle, or ice , and utmoſt bounds, but 
paco. As the houſe of Circe, where rea- 
onable creatures,are transformed into ſavage 
beaſts, where Bulls gore, Lions roare, Dogs 
bark, and worry one another ; Vipers hiſs, 
and Bafilisks carry death in their looks. To 
conclule, as the Houſe of winds,. a perpetual

things, made the whole Globe of the World, 
appearto him no otherwiſe, than as a lictlc 
point, and that almoſt imperceptible :- good 
_ reaſon therefore had his Moſaical prudence, | 
to be unwilling, to trouble himſelf at all abour | 
it ; but enough has been; ſaid_'as to that, ſo. 
we'thaften; from the unwillingneſſe of theſe 
ourtwo Grand Maſters to accept, to celebrate 
their promptneſſe, fidelity, and a&ivity, in the 
glorious execution, of their ſeveral Charges :

toincline, to our M'ſes , and his peoples re- 
queſt : Bur he had no ſooner got once more 


areſpir from thoſe plagues, bus he ſtood at a 


defiance with God Almighty again, and his 
Embafſadour too. Then muſt miitions of 


Exod.

Tyranny. Then prodigious palpable dark -

feeling, longer than +he remained under the 


imporcunity of the plague : ſtill relapſing in- 
to his old obduration of heart, till the Lord 
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was pleaſed,at midnight, to ſmite all the firt- 
born of che Land of Egypt, from the firſt-bort 
of Pharaoh, that (ate on the Throne, to the 
firit-born of the captive lying in the dungeon, 
nd all the firſt-born of catte]l. Then was the 
yrant'throughly ftartled ; he roſe np in the 
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night, he and all his ſervants, and all the E-_ 


gyptians, and there was a great cry 1n Egypt, 


for there was not a houſe, where there was not 


one dead. | 

This was a blow indeed, that reacht to the 
very heart of Pharaoh, and all his people; 
who now, with tears in their eyes, are turned 
from being Tyrants, to be {uppliants, and do 


humbly beſeech their Petitioners, to be ma- 


ſters of their own deſires 3 nor onely ſo, but 
ofter to accommodate them for their journey, 
with all neceſlaries, lend chem all their Jewels 
of Silver, and Jewels of Gold, and Rayment, 
and to give all ſuch things as they required. 

O wonderful converiion ! but yet Tante molis 
erat, &c, So great diflicuſties had our great 
Patriarch Moſes to encounter, before he could 
arrive to be a Captain-General. And now he 
has begun his moſt miraculous March, with a, 
Pillar of a Cloud before him, for his ®@vitz 
ſo! by day, anda Pillar of fire for his Torch 

by night; Yet Pharach will have another 
fling athim,and thinks now by force of arms, 

to deſtroy thoſe abroad, whom he could not 


ſecurely keep at home, in quiet bondage, by 


all his arts and policies : But behold the Pro- 
Aigy of all Prodigies; The Red Sea is cut 
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into a Royal high-way, for the Iſraelites, and 


nade a dreadful grave for the Egyptians : 


Thoſe mighty waters ſtand all on heaps, and 


| congeale themſelves into walls, as it were of 


brafle, for the defence,and ſafe paſſage, of the 
people of God ; but difſolve themſelves into 
liquid floods, for the overthrow of Pharaoh, 
and all his Chariots : who were no ſooner en- 
rred, than overwhelmed ; and (ſo they ſunk 
down as lead, in thoſe mighty waters ; as 


our great Moſes himfelf exprefſeth it, in his 


Song of thankſgiving to God, for that ſtapen= 
dious Deliverance. 

I fhonld be infinite, if I went about to re- 
late, the Myriads of wonders, that our Moſes 
fſhewed afterwards in the Deſart, in the con- 
du@&of this choſen Army ; which quickly be- 
coming faithleffe, and murinous, yer by the 
prayers, and for the ſake, of our moſt admi- 
rable Myſes, was the Almighty pleaſed never 
co forlake them ; but tofeed them conſtantly 
with miracles, ſhowring Quailes upen them for 
fleſh, and the Bread of Heaven for them to eat ; 


' andgavethem continual Prodigies ro drink, 
from the very firſt bicter waters at Mar#h, 


which heturned ro be ſweer, to the ſtrange 
tapping of the Rock in Horeb. So happy are 
the eople, who have the Lord for their God, 
and fo dear arid dutiful'a ſervant of his, for 
their Leader, as this our firſt Moſes was, an 
our ſecond cannot but appear to be, 
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The Parallel. 


I believe, truly,that there is no intelligent 
Perſon living, that looks upon this long Story, 
of our preſent Aſcent,bur would take the pare 
ticulars of the children of Iſracls Deliver- 
ance, to be throughout Typical of ours, and 
all the circumſtances of effc&ing it þy the firſt 
Moſes, as plainly to apply themſelves, to ous 
glorious ſecond; Can any ſay, that his late 
Highneſſe has done lefſe wonders for us, and 
our Deliverance, or found the Lord leſle afli- 
ftant to him, in his miraculous undertakings, 
than the former ?

True iris, we cannot ſay literally, that his

ing in a perfe& line Parallel, with all thoſe 
very ations and fingylar circumſtances; I ſay

here too, with the former;mighty M:ſes, even

And firſt we may ſee, how our ſecond Moſes,

this people, out of their Captivity, then more 
than Egyptian, but the Magicians of England

endeavours. Nay, when rivers of blood,were 
made to run npon Ezgliſh ground, in our juft 
defence, they would needs, likewiſe, by their 
Negromantick malice, make thoſe Rivers to 
overflow with blood too, for the ſupport of

Ir would be an endleſfſe piece of work, 
eo'enumerate the: mfinite plots, conſpiracies, 
rreaſons; and afaſſinats, contrived 'and pra- 
iced upon bis ſacred Perſon 3 bur he ſecure- 
ly flept in the arms of the ever-waking provi- 
dence, and could not but be confident in ſpite 
of all the malice of men and Devils, but he that 
had ſo raiſed him to, would ſtill preſerve him_ 
i, his moſt 1]|uſtrions ſtate and condition. _ 
I ſhall onely take leave to expoſtulate a little 
with thoſe perſons,and ſo conclude this Paral- 
lel; Are you not aſhamed yet of your in- 
gratitude, you children of the Scottiſh Belial ?

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\ A Oſes wasa Perſon of a very high cou- 
rage, himſelf, and every way accom- 
+ Plitht wich parcs requitite to a good

ſarve-nnder him as ſouldiers. Far his own 
perſonal Courage it ſufficiently appeared in 
his anoricy, when he ſlew an Egyptian, that 
wasabuling of an Hebrew,oue of his brechren : 
which was 4amproved highly in his maturity, 
and was molt viable, in his embracing ſo ma- 
ny difficulties ; as his frequent confrontings of 
Pharaeb, and all the fury of che Egyptians, aad

. Nor lefſe doubt can there be ſure of the 
perſonal Valonr, of our ſecond Moſes, who 
though he flew no man, that ever I could 
hear of, im any private quarrel,yet was known 
to be alwayes ready to draw his Sword upon 
a good occaſion. 

His Highnefſe was never of the temper of 
thoſe ſpirits, that upon the miſconſtruftion of 
4 word, or a cold countenance, muſt preſently 
deſire to ſee a man with his ſword in bis hand, 
and ſwear that they will evict reparation from 
him, ſealed with his blood. No, it cannot 
be but an argument of a baſe ſpirit, and of ig- 
noble extraction, to ſeck out occaſions of 
quarrelling, and Duelling.; for by that ſure, 
they muſt have ſome defign, to blot out ſome 
ignominy of thair births, or other unworthi- 
neſſe, Heretofore truly, none but (laves , 
lackies, butchers, gladiators, or ſuch kind of 
fellows, did uſe that trade of Duells ; but 
now forſooth, the opinion of ſome fooles, will 
make it fir for Gentlemen : But our firft, and 
ſecond M:ſes, ever hadſuch pitiful Hefors 
extream contempt, who go about by that 
means, to purchaſe glory out of vice, gain hell 
by their execrable carriage, and bur acquire 
on earth, the qualities of a Clown, They 
have taught us, that we are not to a _ 
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ſelves like Fierabras, nor the Knight of the 
burning-ſword, in matter 'of valour: andl 
dareaver, that ifthere werea hundred ſuch

His Highneſſe knew that 
idleneſſewas a meer moth of Noble minds, 
and iron itſelf fure,ifit had the reaſon co dil- 
courſe, underſtanding to chuſe its one com- 
modiry, would cry out to us, that it betrer 
loved to be kept in conſtant uſe, and exerciſe, 
than to lie ruſting, and conſuming in the 
corner of a hovſe: 'Wherefore we ſee, that

gems; for we have ſeen by the experience 'of 
all Ages, that in affairs, there 1s a cercain 
ſtroak of the Divine Providencey which daz» 
leth all che worldly wiſe, difarmes the -:{trong, 
and blindeth all the moſt Politick, wich their 
own lights: for ſwimming up: and down, as 
they do, in the vait Ocean of bufineſle, and 
the infinicjes of reaſons of theirjproper inven- 
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great and extravagant exceſſe, finde death, 
in the very treaſure of life, Then ſeeking to 


withdraw themſelves, from the road of com- 


mon underſtandings,they figure to themſelves 
ſtrange ſubtilties, and chymera's, which are 
bur as the Towers of the Laemie, that Ter- 
ta/lian{peakes of, which no wife mandid ever 
really believe,or will ; which is the tre cauſc 
that their ſpirits floaring ftill in ſuch a great 
tyde of thoughts, ſchdom meet with a hap- 
py diſpatch of affairs, Not unlike the Sun, 


_ that ſometmes draws up ſuch a great quan- 


eity of vapours, that he cannot diflipate ; ſo 
theſe undertaking Politicians, do bur lay up 
eogether, a vaſt lump of bufinefle in their 
brames, which their judgements can never 
diſſolve into any ſacceffefu} expedition.

And this is apparent by the iſſues, that mof 
Tyrants' have found of their cruelties; as 
Nero, Caligula, Otho, Vitellius, and Domitian: 
as alſo Fulianus, Heliogabalus, Gallienus, Maxs 
entius, Poilippus, Pocas, Carinus, © Zeno, and di« 
yers others, who did all finiſh their lives, and 
Empires together, moſt - tragically by the 
ſword. And cruly reaſon it ſelf, ſeems clear- 
ly'to me to prove, it muſt be ſo. 

| Does not Philoſophy afſure us, that no vio- 
tence can endurelong; bur this kind of cruel 
government by fear onely, is {et- upon the 
higheſt pitch of violence; therefore impoſlible 
to be:of any confiderable continuance. And 
truly this policick' T hefis of Nicholas Machia« 
vells,, ſeems ſo abſurd to himſelf, that preſenc- 
ly afcer he has 'afferred irc, he begins to re- 
cant, and teniper it thus; 7 grant, ſaith he 
that Prince to do beſty who canon to be feared, 
andloved together ; but that being- a: thing very 
difficult, if not impoſſiblezto be 'compaſſed, as he 
{ay es, be counſelt' to procure fear, rather than 
love. Juſt ſo, he tells us, in another place, 
that piety is a thing impoſlible to.be ina wiſe - 
Prince : Thus does our Politick Secretary 
ſerve us, like a lewd ignorant. Phy fitian, who 
is pleaſed ro miake the ſick party'to diſpair of 
health, becauſe he cannor tell how to cure 
him. This miſcheiyous Maxim of his, he' 
drew.doubtlefſe, from the mouths of two of 
the greateſt monſters of Tyranny that ever 
were inthe World, and they. were Caligu/a, 

who, as Szetonius tells us, did frequently uf wy | 
By that 


that impious Proverb, Olerint dum metuent; 
and 'Tierius, who would ſcem to mitigatethe 
malice of ic, by ſaying, Oderint dum obent; 
the one ſaying, Let them hete, ſo they fear, the 
other, Let them hate, ſo they all:w : Bucl] am 
ſomnch of Machiavels mind, that the ſeem- 
ing Moderator in this point, 1s in the greateſt 
extreme; for certainly, his eyes were never 
matches, that could ſee hatred, and approba- 
tion, march it couples together : and I ſhall 
willingly granc ſo much more co our Machia- 
villian Politicks, that ſome nuxture of fear 
with love, does make the moſt excellent com- 
poſition in Government : for though the 
trongeſt Cicadel, or Caſtle, that a King can 
have, be his ſubjects affeCtion, and cheir hearts 
his beſt Treaſury or Exchecquer : yet it can= 
notbedenyed, that love withour fear; quickly 
turns to ſcorn, and fear without love, as foon 
converts £9 hatred, both equally dangerous to 
any Prince his eſtate. + 
Now, thuugh Machiavel; and his crew, did 
never know how to be ſo good Apothecaries 
of State : yer our prudent Patriarch, and his 
Parnllel, our late Protefor, we ſeeunder- 
tood full well, how co take that admirable 
mixture; for though they were goons Jufti- 
cers alwayes, yet never forgot to be moſt 1o- 
ving Fachers of their pcople,and in that ſacred 
compoſition, reſts;not onely the imyitery, buc

The ſpirit of the beſt man, we know, is no

 -praRtiſe therefore of this holy duty, has been 
ever ſtiled,and eſteemed by the holy Fathers of 
the Church, The Key of Heaven, and the con- 
fuſion of Hell, the Scandard of our Chriſtian 
warfare, the conſervation of our peace, the 
bridle of our impatience, the guardian of our 
temperance, the ſeal of chaſtity, the advocate 
of offenders, the conſolation of the afffifted, 
the paſſe-port of the dying, &c. for the Juſt 
dolive and dye in prayer,as thePhcoenix in her 
perfumes.

For that his late 
moſt Serene Highnefle had the purity and ex- 
cellency of this precious ſpirit, is not onely 
manifeſt, to thole that have had the happh 
neſle to be preſent at his daily ſpreading of 
his hands, and pouring forth of his ſpirit, be- 
fore the Lord, and to joyn with him in hi 
Devotions ; but to the whole Nation, except 
the moſt ſtupid, and malicious part of it, that 
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received by his powerful addrefles unto God, 
How many times has the Divine vengeance 
been diverted from falling upon our finful 
heads, by his importunate interceſſions ? Ho# 
many pelſtilences, famines, and other plagues 
( which our 1mpenitency, hardneſſe of heart, 
and ugly ingratitude, had as well deſerved, 
as either the curſed Egyptians,. or murmur: 
mg lſraclices ) have been kept off from us, by 
his means ? Has he lefſeoften than the former 
Moſes, conquered his enemies, more by us 
own prayers, than his ſouldijers armes ? Ha 
he not by that means obtained .( as. we hay 
ſeen ) a ſecret, vertue, to be faſtened ro hv 
Standards ? making windes and tempelts to 
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Lands, inacceſible, calmed ſtormy gg Hr 
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Towns impregnable, and with petit handfuls 
bf men, diſcomfited huge Armies ? How of- 
ten have. we ſeen him' ( give me leave tore- 
zeatethoſe wonders ) cleaving of Rocks, hew- 
g through Mountains, and to do the works 
of Gyants, with the reputed Pygmes of the - 
ſorld, and find facility in all chat humane 
reaſon conceived impoſſible ? And how, I ſay 
again, could all this be, but that the Lord 
could no moxe deny any thing to the prayer 
of this his dear ſervant, and favourite, our ſe- 
ond, than he could to the former Mzyſes ? 
His fair foul, was no whit lefle elevated upon 
the picch of higheſt contemplarions, from his 
very infancy,than the former great Moſes was, 
His high ſoul, was not unlike chat Ibis, che 
ſacely bird of Egypt,that always builds her neſt 
m Paimes : $o it was perpetually converſant in 
igh contemplacions, and had' no more im- 
preflions of earth, than the ſupream Sphere 
of celeſtial Bodies. Or elſe,more truly yet, 
refembling the Palme-rree it ſelf, where that. 
brave Bird builds, which as it is the calleft and 
ftreighceſt of all trees, ſo beares its (beſt, and 
moſt ſolid ftrength on its top: So had our 
moſt gracious Protefor, and tecond- Moſes, all 
* WW bis vigour alwayes in God, and for God, His 
” life was a perpetual Sabbath, Sabathum delica>

it, nourtſhing, and repoſing his foil, with the 
conftant_ draught of this holy ſpirit of prayer ..

his Devotions did ever ftudy ſolitude and re:

oreater than Myſes, that is our Bleſſed Saviou 
himſelf, he uſed to ſpend many whole night 
in prayer, pernogans in oratione, as the Scripe 
ture exprefſeth ir : and like thoſe beſt 
Chriſtians, in the Primitive times, that were 
called the Crickets of the night., becauſe xt 
- any time, if ſome mterruption of ſleep hap- 
pened, they ever made it out, with ejacula-: 
tory prayers, and elevations of the heatt. 
Thoſe that love God truly, will have recourſe 
to him, at all hours, and upon all occaſions, 
not confining their devotions to time,or place, 
Fonas, and the three Children, found ſuffici 
ent Chappels, in the Whales belly, and the 
ficry Furnace, becauſe the love of God, the 
wiſeft Architef&, had erefted them, and the 
Lord was as near them, in- the intrails of z 
Fiſh, or the midſt of Flzmes, as he would have 
been, in his own moſt holy Temple. 
In fir "Mage ſecond Moſes has not onely

made on earth, a perfe& figure of Angels aſ- 
cending, and deſcending, receiving already a 
taſt of thole benefits, which he was to hope 
for, m the other; inſomuch, that he ſeemed 
to have his ſoul in Heaven, whilſt he was on 
earth, to underſtand myſteries, and enjoy an 
antipaſt of Paradiſe ic ſelf.

times, yet he alwayes kept his Nobie luſter, 
the mid{t of them, and by his invincible atfe- 
&ion toward, and confidence in, his God, be 
aroſe ſtill from. them, with more and more 
ſplendour, and made all thoſe his perplexities 
which threatned him with many animnunent 
ruin, bur higher aſcents and ſteps ro te 
Temple of glory. Vercue and Piety, he al- 
ways compared to,and took for,the Geometr 
cal Cube of his life, which we know in Mathe- 
maticks, on what ſide ſoever it be caſt, al- 

yayes finds its Baſis.

That Moſes was a great, yea the greateft 
Prophet of the old Law, I believe is made a- 
bundantly manifeſt by our Divine Aſcent; 
and that our moſt pious, gracious, and glori- 
ous, late Lord Prote&or, and ſecond Moſes, 
wasa great Prophet too, according to his pro- 
portion, I hope will be made out by the pro- 
ceſſe of our precious Parallel. 

But now becauſe the name of Prophet here, 
ſeems to ſound ſomething equivocal, and is 
really capable of very various acceptions, It 
may be worth our pains,todilate a lictle upon, 
and to fix, it, before we proceed to makeup 


our happy Parallel. 


Indeed, there has been an infinite number 
of perſons, which have paſt under che reputa- 
tion of Prophets, that in very truth, were no 
betcer than Wizards all, or Wiſeakers, in our 
Country Language ; that 1s,in plain Engliſh, 
mad-men, fools, or knaves : but all ſuch pha- 
natiea] Prophets as thoſe, we ſhall at preſent 
paſſe by, as impertinent ro our purpoſe, and 
not at all worthy of any ſhare in this dif- 
courſe; and enter into a curſory debate onely 


concerning thoſe, who have more juſtifiable 


pretenſions, according to the moſt genuin fig- 


nification of the wordzto that higheſt and moſt 


ſacred 
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ſacred humane dignity : and three ſorts 
men there are, that do, and may lay juſt chal 
lenge and claim, to that moſt excellent Title, 
according to all the judgement of Antiquity, 
as well as the preſent Age. 

And the firſt are thoſe inſpired witty Pros 
phets, or Prophets of phanſfie, which go under 
the common name of Poets. 

The fecond ſort, are thoſe inſpired prudent 
Prophets, or Prophets of A fairs, received 
now under the ſtile of Stateſmen. 

And the third ſort, are thoſe inſpired Di-  { 
vine Prophets, or Prophets of Religion, who Ml 
though they have the onely true, legal, and 
proper right, to that Divine honour ; yerthe 
others are not quite to be caſt out, orraſhly 
diſinherited of that title. The firſt we may 
call Aery or Poetical Prophets ; the ſecond 
more Earthy and Political; the third all 
Fiery and Celeſtial. For this firſt ſort of Pro- 
phets, our Moſes was amongſt them too, as 1s 
ſufficiencly to beſeen, in the many Hymnes, 
that he compoſed for the glory of his God,and 
the comfort of his people; as alſo the many 
Poerical expreſſions, phraſes, and proſopo- 
Pica's,that he uſeth, rendring God,as it were, 
5 wh towards us, in his glory and Ma- 
jelty. |

_ From whence then can proceed this ſpiric 
of bitterneſſe amongſt brethren ? that the 
red Dragon ſhould begin again to play Rex, 
and that Whore prepare to dye her Scarlet 
anew, and the pale Horſe of impriſanment and 
exile, threaten a range about the ſtreets? till 
His late moſt Serene Highnefle, was pleaſed to 
oppoſe himſelfand all his power, againſt thoſe 
cruel, and, as I ſaid before, Antichriſtian de- 
figns. From whence, I ſay, could ariſe this 
root of bitterneſſe berween Brethren? from

All theſe horrid inconveniences, and mi(- 
chiefs, his Highneſſe*s great Moſaick prudence, 
moſt timely lookt into, and prevented a- 
mongſt us. How often have we ſeen the fu- 
rious Furnace heating by ſeveral parties? ſo 
could expett no lefſe than a fiery-trial; Bur 
he would neither ſuffer King, nor his Court, 
though he was the pretended head of thar pi- 
tiful Body, nor yet Biſhops, Arch-Deacons, 
Deans, Chancellors, and Officials, with their 
long-tailed, &c, Nor yer any Superintendent 
with his Claſſes, and pretended DireCtories, 


_ toimpoſe any thing upon tender conſciences 


and indeed amongſt all the weighty affairs of 
this Nation, which he like another Atlas, ſo 
happily bore about him, the dear indulgent 
care, healwayes expreſt in the favour of ſuch 
Chriſtians,who laboured under any ſcruples of 
conſcience, was as glorious and remarkable, as 
his undaunted courage to pull down his proud 


and ftiff-necked enemies: and this is moſt

' - But what has propheſying to do with facti- 
on? that good ſpirit ſure, cannot be guilty of 
making any publick diſturbance, for it is a ſpi- 
rit of peace. Several prophetick ſpirits cer- 
tainly, and diverſfities of perſwaſtons , in mat- 
ter of Religion,may live and cohabit together, 
without de(truftion of one another;and though 
they come not into one Church, Congrega- 
tion, or Meeting-place, yet may converſe to- 
gether in one Market, City, or Common- 
wealth. Symmachus though a Pagan, yet a 
moſt Learned and Vertuous one, could ſay, in 
a Speech, that he made to Theodorick, That

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bis rights and ceremonies, as his opinion,free, and 
gives his reaſon thus: God i a great Secret. uo 
won'er therefore if we endeavour to find him, ſo 
muy ſeveral wayes. And Conttantine,thougha 
very good Chriſtian, proteſt in a ſolemn Ora- 
tion, Not to force any man 1u bis Religion, but tg 
leave to every one that, as free as the Elements, 
I would very fain know now, what theſe 
men of mighty uniformity, will ſay to theſe 
oreac reafons, and greater authoricies of our 
firſt arid ſecond Moſes, the greateſt Princes, 
and graveſt Perſons, in the World, and what 
poſſibility they can propoſe, to reduce the di- 
verlities of mens ſpirits, to this their wonder- 
ful accord ? For it is. againſt common ſenſe

Nay, I will be bold to affert yer further, in 
the behalf of our Moſaical high Humility, that 
allthe vertues in the World, fignifie nothing 
at all, without it, no more, than as was fai 
inthe Aſcent, a wholeſom Medicament would 
do to a mans healch, with a mixture of poiſon 
init : amatle all that can be called good in 
any ſingle perſon, and let this one thing onely 
be wanting, thoſe very vertues will prove but 
ſpecions vices, nay, holy traytors to his ſoul, 
and betray it to the very worſt of impieties. 
Let a man have all the liberality and munifi= 
. cence inthe World, if he be once proud of it, 

it will preſently degenerate into a very foul 
prodigality ; and as the wiſe Socrates expreſ= 
ſeth it, rag ydgT2s maphins; xors novpas frolir any 
makes men by the ſottiſh uſage, and manage- 
ment of the graces themſelves , turne thoſe 
Virgins, to be profticuts, forgetting, that to 
know how to give well, is a great Science 3 
and that the diſtriburion of gifts, and graces, 
IS 
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is to be-made with a prudent economy, Giye 

a man conſtancy, and Jet him grow up to a 
pride of it, the nature of the vertne will be 
prefentſy deftroyed, and ſoon paffe into plain 
obſtinacy, and perverſity, the moſt dangerous 
condition that a man can poſlibly fall into, 
though otherwiſe he may be, the learnedfi,

the mother of this curled ſecurity, and what

and timidity are never found aſunder; bur 
alwayes accompanying one another in the

for Palaces and ftately Houſes, he valued bunt 
as the bones of che earth, piFd one upon an= 


other, wich ciment and morter : for precious 


Stones, he eſteemed as they were, the excre-

worth onely from 1llu{jon. 
Much leffe conld his great wiſdom be cap- 
able of chat vanity, wherewith men uſually 
pride themſelves, in cloaths, meer nouriſhment 
for moths, to cover bodies which muſt be food 
for wormes ; he lookt upon all bravery of ap= 
parel, bur as plaifters of the ſcars of (in, rs 
wit, nakednefſe : borrowed feathers from all

It is moſt certain, that great felicities, are 
ſo tickliſh, that ic is much more eaſe, to live 
on the dunghill of Fob, with patience, than im 
the management of great Kingdoms with mo- 


deration, He therefore is to be accounted 
pernard.;n truly great, as holy Bernard tells us, upon 
[Ep-ad-EFu, whom, felicitas fi arriſit non irrifit, happineſſe 
f enim has ſmiled upon, and not cozened ; nay, the

Rubies, and Saphyrs, of Regal Crowns, and 
leading in Courts, the lives of Hermits, ſo

Now has not the great goodnefſe of Heaven 
been graciouſly pleaſed- co indulge the very 
ſame priviledge, and prerogative, ito his late 
moſt Serene Highneſſe, of glorious memory, 
our ſecond Moſes * Firſt for the nomination 
of this happy Prince, chat is at preſent placed: 
over -lis, it is evident, was from his Highnefſe 
himſelf, though che eleCtion of him, as indu- 
bitably was from God, as thatof the great 
Joſhua before him, was : and this liberty, cr 
ſupreme power of nomination, was given to

Succeſſor, Whis life time ; I preſume, none 
will diſpute, and as lictle'can any man, [I bope, 
doubt, but that our ſecond Moſes too, was in- 
dulged by God a. Parallel] prerogative, and 
did the'very like,to his moſt gracions Son and 
Succeflor : knowing him, as weall have done; 
to have ever been, a moſt prudent, pious, and 
indulgent Father of his Country, and ſo by 
conſequence, he muſt have been much more 
of his own Family,and'\moſt of all of his Eldeft 
Son, who was not onely to be_the Head of 
that, but of three Kingdoms, and other vaſt 
Dominions, and Territories, thereto belong> 
- Nay, that hedid aftually part with ſome of 
his hononr, to-put upon him; in his own life 
time, was made notorioufly eyident, in his re- 
-fignation of that high Title of Chancellor of 
'the Univerſttie of Oxford ; I ſay again,

Then laſtly, how could he be nnknowing to 
thoſe perfefions, which all the Nation has 
been ſo ſatisfied in,for theſe many years ? that 
he has been with reverence looke upon, and 
admired,as an Angel deſcending from Heaven, 
and vouchfafing ro let himſelf be inchaſed, 
within a humane body : a Prince of ſo incom-. 
parable ſweet and excellenc diſpoſition , that 
he may be worthy indeed to be called the dear 
delight of God,as well as man. And that this 
was the judgement of all the World concetn- 
ing him, I ſhall inftance in one perſon for all, 
who was not long fince a member of that moſt 
beautiful body,before mentioned, I mean that 
moft famous,and flouriſhing Univerſity of Ox- 
ford ; who drew an anagrammatical Prophefte 
out of Virgil, foretelling the glorious Fate of 
this happy Prince, now near two years ſince, ' 
and prelent]y upon his acceptance,of that moſt 
unvalueable honour, to be their Chancellor 3 
which becauſe bas proved ſo exa&ly true a 
Propheſie, I have thought fir to publiſh my 
friends paper, tothe peruſall of all the World, 
and inſert ir here, preſuming that neicher he, 
nor any wiſe man elfc,will be offended at it.
